Comparing the American republic 
to the wrecked ship Titanic before 
she sank, Rev. A. B. C. Dunne, last 
night declared that the obstacle to 
the progress of the country was the 
present social unrest. Father Dunne’s 
lecture “ The Average Alan” was the 
last of the series given under the 
auspices of the Catholic Benevolent 
society of 
La Crosse at the 
La 
Crosse theater. 
Analogy' Complete 
The analogy between the Titanic 
and the republic is complete, accord­ 
ing to Father Dunne. There are the 
three cabins, the first cabin compris- j 
ing the millionaires, the second, the ■ 
wealthy class, 
and the third 
the! 
merely well-to-do. Underneath all, he! 
said, are the steerage passengers, the j 
proletariat, the workers. Like the Ti- ] 
tanic, he said, the republic is inflat- j 
ed with pride. It w as started with j 
enthusiasm, and we have come to he-j 
lieve that as the Titanic was con-1 
sidered the “ last word in ship build- 
iug“ by its owners, the American na­ 
tion is the last word in governments. 
We consider it, he asserted, everlast­ 
ing as the White Star line officials 
considered tho Titanic unsinkable. 
i 
“The answer to both beliefs,’* said 
Father Dunne, “ is two miles under 
«the sea. 
The only solution of 
the 
problem of social unrest which con­ 
fronts the nation is Christian faith 
and God s grace. These are the only 
things which can prevent the Amer- 
| iran republic from hitting its ice­ 
bergs and sinking.’* 
Hooreife Socialism 
Fother Dunne 
scored socialism, 
characterizing it as the “animal cry 
of 
de-christianized 
labor for 
an 
earthly heaven.’* The cry is caused, 
he said, by the "lash of de-christi&n- 
! lzed capital and greed on the hacks 
of the toilers.” The remedy is 
to 
j take away the lash, he asserted, and 
I teach the dignity of labor.

“The income tax law when enact­ 
ed by the state legislature at 
the 
last session was merely an experi­ 
ment, untried and which gave no in­ 
dication of the outcome. 
Results 
thus far show that it is an improve­ 
ment over the old method and should 
be given a fair trial. There are sev- i 
eral minor defects which have been ; 
discovered since the law went into 
effect and which these will be reme­ 
died at the next session of the legis­ 
lature. 
“ Among the chief changes relative 
to the income tax law which I shall 
advocate and use my influence to 
bring about is the simplification of 
the income blanks. 
These are too 
complicated and we have found that 
some of the statements may he omit­ 
ted without 
effecting the 
ultimate 
purpose of the law..” 
Other States Fail 
I 
Mr. Haugen declared that the fail­ 
ure of the income tax law in 
other 
I states where it had been tried was 
due largely to lack of local enforce­ 
m e n t which would give an advantage 
to the county or town which did not 
enforce thp law. Other defects re­ 
sponsible for their failure accord­ 
ion to Mr. Haugen was too high an 
exemption.

Mr. Haugen said that this was done 
so as to prevent the new law from 
coming under the jurisdiction of the 
I’nited States 
courts, hut declares 
that no state or public officials oth­ 
er than those in the employment of 
the government would ho exempt 
from the new tax. 
The I'nited States is far behind 
the European countries in tho matter 
of taxing for revenue, asserted Mr. 
Haugen. 
Every country in Europe 
has an income tax law of some kind 
and all authorities on tax questions 
hold that their methods of raising 
revenue are far in advance of this 
country. 
Mr. Haugen defended the varia­ 
tion of rates of the income tax in 
accordance with the amount of in­ 
come by declaring that a man 
of 
larger income is in a better condi­ 
tion to stand 
tho burdens 
of tax 
than persons owning of smaller in­ 
come.
